The first steamer, which will be the 
China, will arrive here from San 
Francisco about Augnst 2d, for China 
and Japan. The first steamer from 
the other side will leave Hongkong 
to-day for Victoria. She is the City 
of Pekin, and has engaged both pas- 
senvers and cargo for Victoria and 
Sound ports. We do not intend 
to do any business with our 
steamers between Victoria and 
San Francisco, as our relations 
with the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany are most cordial. As far as re- 
yards the Canadian Pacific, we expect 
before that line gets its new steam- 
ships to get a good hold on the busi- 
ness. We shall take no overland bus- 
iness over the Canadian Pacific, but 
will send our business over the North- 
ern Pacific and Oregon Short Line. 
What the policy of the Canadian Pa- 
cific will be is uncertain. Their new 
steamers for that line, which are soon 
to be placed on the eastern route, are 
rapidly approaching completion in the 
British dock yards. The contract re- 
quires the vessels to develop a speed 
of 18 knots on trial and 164% knots on 
a 300-mile sea trip. It is confidently 
expected by the builders that this will 
be exceeded. No expense is being 
spared to make these vessels in every 
respect equal to the finest vessels 
afloat. 


Differences Adjusted.

Torexa, July 22.—The conference 
between the Santa Fe general officers 
and the Trainmen’s Grievance Com- 
mittee yesterday was fruitful in its re- 
sults. It has been practically agreed 
to abolish the classification of passen- 
ger coaches on the entire system; to 
give the uniform pay of $125 per 
month, without regard to length of 
service; to pay for the losses of the 
trainmen on account of delays occa- 
sioned by anything beyond their cun- 
trol; to pay for time lost where men 
were called upon to report for duty and 
are not sent out at once; and to pay 
for 190 miles on all runs of less than 
100 miles. These concessions are 
nearly all made by the company. In 
most cases where demands were made 
for an increase of pay on local runs the 
men have withdrawn their demands.

Cleveland is beyond questiou the 
choice of the Democracy for 1892, 
and his views in regard to free 


coinage of standard silver dollars a third-rate show, consisting of a clown,

party everywhere. Early in 1885, 
before he entered the White 
Uouse, President Cleveland de- 
clared himself opposed to silver 
inflaiion. He declared for a sus- 
pension of the coinage of light- 
weight seventy-two cent dollars, 
aud maiutaived this position to 
‘the end of his term. Knowing Mr. 
Cleveland’s policy on this subject,

The real live iseues of the present, 
as deflued by Mr. Cleveland and 
accepted by the popular voice, 
are tariff reform, ballot reform 
aud the civil service reform. 
In leaving silver in the back- 
ground, Mr. Cleveland undoubt- 
edly represents the masses of 
his party much better than the 
Democratic Congressmen do, for 
it must be admitted that what the 
average Congressman represents, 
in Washington, is not the quiet 
conviction of the majority of his 
supporters, but the ideas and in- 
terest of the loud-mouthed and 
aggressive few. The hobby-rider 
or self-seeking constituents es- 
pecially if organized and menacing, 
_. exercises an influence upon Con- 
gressiona! legislation out of all pro- 
portion to its merit. Hence, we 
say, the utterances of Democratic 
Congressmen on the silver ques- 
tion are of slight importance, and 
it ie to the popularity of Mr. 
Cleveland that we must look 
for a Democratic policy. If 
elected to the Presidency again, 
Mr. Cleveland will reassert . bis 
views in regard to silver, and the 
Democratic majority in the House 
will respect them as authoritative, 
as it did from 1884 to 1888.“

‘THE COMSTOCK TRAGEDY. 


Full Particulars of the Marder of 
William Nichols. 


The Virginia Chronicle of the 2ist 
inst. says: At the Savage hoisting 
works last night, about three-quarters : 

of a hour after the 11 o’clock shift was 
lowered in the shaft, engineer Golding 
| received a three bell signal indicating | 
that men were on the cage who desired 
to ascend. When the cage reached 
the surface James Hoban and James: 
Shaughnessy stepped from the deck 
and went back to the engineer s sta- 
tion, and Hoban said that Nichols, 
the sbift boss, bad been killed by Pat- 
rick Crowley, who struck Nichols with 


an ax. ; 

Superintendent Keating was imme- 
diately notified, as were also the po- 
lice and Officer James Weir, James 
Grant, foreman of the Savage mine, 
Thomas Pearce and Luke Quinlan 
were lowered down to the 1200 level 
shaft station. Crowley was there and 
Officer Weir tuld him to get on the 
cage. Crowley did so and was hoisted 


to the surface in the custody of the 


men named above, and after changing 

his clothes was handcuffed and taken 
| to the County Jail. The cage was then 
dropped down again to the 1200 level 
with Foreman Grant, Luke Quinlan 
and others on board for the purpose of 
bringing the body of Nichols to the 
suriace, 

A short time afterward a signal to 
hoist was again given, and when the 
cage reached the surface Foreman 
Grant reported that Nichols’ body was 
not on the 1200 level station and that a 
plank had been removed from the 
platform across the shaft at that 
station, indicating that Nichols’ body 
had been dumped into the shaft by 
Crowley. 

As the shaft is not in condition to 
lower a cage below the 1200 level, rope- 
men were sent for and rigged a pur- 
chase for hoisting and lowering below 
that level with a rope. A man was 
then lowered, and found the dead body 
of Nichols lying on the 1300 level. 
After it was brought to the surface it 
was nscertained that there was a cut 
extending from the eye backward 
reg the side of the skull above the | 
ear, fully eight inches in length, which | 
was evidently the mark of the fatal 
blow struck with the ax in Crowley’s 
hands. The blade, or poll of the ax, 
had cut or crushed through the eye 
socket. The top of Nichols’ skull was 
also frightfully crushed by his striking 
on his bead when thrown down the 
shaft after the fatal blow. 

James Shanghnessy and James 
Hoban, the only witnesses of the ter- 
rible underground tragedy, were called 
into the foreman’s office at the Savage 
hoisting works by Superintendent 
Keating, and, in the presence ot a 
Chronicle representative, Shaughnessy 
made the following statement of the 
killing of Nichols: 

William Nichols, shift boss, James 
Hoban, Patrick Crowley and himself 
had just been lowered to the 1200-sta- 
tion on the 11 Pp. u. shift. 

After being landed on the platform 
placed across the shaft on that level 
for repairing the timbering, Nichols 
remarked that the foreman was kick- 
ing because that shift was not doing 
enough work. Hoban replied that he 
wished the foreman would put them 
in the mine instead of keeping them 
on shaft repairs. Words followed be- 
tween Nichols and Crowley, when 
Shaughnessy says he heard a blow, 
and, looking around, saw Nichols drop 
on the platform from the blow of an ax 
in the hands of Crowley. 

Shaughnessy, Hoban and Crowley 
boarded the cage, and Shaughnessy 
zu ve the signal to hoist by ringing 
three bells, indicating that men were 
on the cage. Crowley immediately 
rang one bell, the signal to stop the 
cage, and, seizing Shaughnessy, threw 
him against a wall-plate of the shaft, 
forbidding him to ring the cage to the 
surface. Shortly afterward Crowley 
left the cage and descended to the 1200 
level. 

Shaughnessy and Hoban, fearing 
that Crowley would return and prob- 
ably kill them, ascended to the 1000 
level of the shaft by the ladders, and 
rang the cage up to that station, cut- 
ting the bell line below that point to 
prevent Crowley from ringing the 
cage back agaip. When the cage began 
to ascend, Shaughnessy and Hoban 
were in mortal dread that Crowley 
would be on board of it, but were over- 
joyed, when the Cage reached the sta- 
tion, to find it unoccupied. 

This morning Mr. Shaughnessy 
made the following corrections in the 
above statement: After Crowley 
struck Nichols the fatal blow, Shaugh- 
hessy and Hoban boarded the cage, 
winging in the shaft above them, and 
Crowley followed them. Shaughnessy 
rang three bells, the signal to hoist, 
and Crowley immediately rang one 
vell, the signal to stop. It was then 
that Crowley seized Shaughnessy by 
the throat and piuned him against the 
wall-plate, threatening to hurt him if 
he again attempted to ring the bell to 
hoist the cage. After some persuasion 
Crowley agreed to ring the cage up to 
| the 1000-level station, where the three 
men remained for fully half an hour, 
Crowley still baving the ax on the 
cage with which he killed Nichols. 
Hoban tried to persuade Crowley to 
ring the cage up to the 600-level on the 
pretense that he (Hoban) was choking 
with thirst.

His reputation heretofore 
has been that of a great big whole- 
souled young man who it was not sus- 
pected would harm a fellow- being.
